Empire Guards Fired Upon and 200 
Shot* Exchanged. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., Oct. 14.— 
Saturday midnight unknown per- 
sons made an attack on thirty 
Empire mine guards, and a bat- 
tle in the darkness followed, over 
two hundred shots being fired. 

Owing to rain the posse had 
gathered in the engine house at 
the tipple. Two shots passed 
ugh the boiler-room, and the 
guards seized guns and ran out- 
side. A hail of bullets fell about 
them, as the lights in the house 
made the guards targets.

Ex-Organizer Warner Declare* They Are 
Satisfied— Attempt to Organize 



killed. It is reported that the 
men fired into the house of a 
colored employe, who used his 
shotgun in return, and slightly 
wounded two of the attacking 
party. 

About 7 o'clock Sunday night 
union men from the adjoining 
camp made an attack on the 
Providence miners and were 
driven away by the fire of the 
guards and deputies in charge of 
the property. There was consid- 
erable shooting during the night, 
and Monday morning the invad- 
ers returned and made an attack 
after the Providence miners had 
gone to work. A battle ensued, 
with fifteen or twenty guards and 
deputies, in which several hun- 
dred shots were fired from Win- 
chesters and revolvers. Manager 
Nisbet was fired on. Some of the 
shooting was at close range but 
none of the men defending the 
property and miners were wound- 
ed. 

The attacking party was driven 
off and fled precipitately, not 
even stopping at their camp, 
which Sheriff Hubbard found de- 
serted when he visited it a short 
time after the fight. Their tents 
and belongings were there but 
no men. Blood was found in 
several places after the fight, in- 
dicating some of the union men 
had been hit. 

m Sheriff Hubbard was unable to 
find certain union men for whom 
he had warrants of arrest. 

County Judge Hall, of Web- 
ster county was in touch with 
Providence by telephone and 
went there Monday. 

The County Judge and the 
Sheriff were both in Providence 
Monday night, when about 8 :80 
o'clock another attack was made 
on the Providence shaft mine, 
which was guarded by only three 
men. About 40 shots were fired 
in two minutes and the bush- 
whackers withdrew. Percy Ber- 
ry, Secretary of the company, 
was uncomfortably near the mine 
and witnessed the shooting. He 
was on hiB way home from town 
when the attack was made. 

It is reliably reported that 
Judge Hall visited the camp 
later and served notice on the 
man in charge that the camp 
must break up within three days.

been operating regularly with a

Clarksburg, where he has been lo- 
cated for several months in an effort 
to organize tho miners of the Fair- 
mont region. Mr. Warner said his 
resignation was asked for by Presi- 
dent Mitchell. He says that he and 
Mitchell disagreed as to'the polioy 
so be carried on in ' West Virginia, manm 
and frankly stated that he Is no 
longer friendly to Mitchell, or the 
organization with which he was so 
long connected. 

When aaked If he had met with 
any encouragement from the miners 
of the Fairmont region In his efforts 
to organize them, Mr. Waruer said: 
I have not. Oar efforts to or- 
ganize the miners here has been an 
utter failure. The miners seem sat- 
isfied with their present conditions. 
I have exhausted every means I 
to effect an organization, 
failed. The work will be 
abandoned.

AFTER ELEVEN MONTHS' AGITATING ANQ SHOOTING, 



All Hopkins county mines are 
work i nil full time with complete 
forces ot non union men, !\s they 
were in October, one year ago, 
which was then the banner 
month for coal production at the 
mines of the county. As to steady 
work and full force the same is 
true of the other non union mines 
in this district - at Sebree, Pro- 
vidence and Empire. 
■ In November 1900 the United 
Mine Worker agitators establish- 
ed headquarters and secured 
backing at Madisonville. 

During; January 1901— after 
Woods' strike order was promul- 
gated and some intimidation and 
shooting had been indulged by 
the union men — during January 
the mines of Hopkins county put 
Out more coal than ever before 
in their historv, for one mouth. 

The public should be pretty 
familiar with the many midnight 
assaults made upon homes of 
non-union miners, the ambus- 
cades, the burning of bridges, 
the repeated nssaults upon em- 
ploys and guards at work, the

threats and intimidation, by 
union agitators and their follow- 
ers. Every divice that could be 
invented by wilev and uuscru' 
pulous agitators and their attor- 
neys and hackers has been tried 
for eleven months. But the coal 
continues to come out of the 
miues with comforting regularity 
to operators and employes and 
consumers. 

The figures of output, for the 
county for October are not im- 
mediately available but enough 
is at hand to give a correct ide 
of what is doing. The St. Ber- 
nard group of miues produces 
mare than one-half the output of 
the county. The output of this 
company for October 1900 was 
84,060 tons which was greater 
than any previous month's pro- 
duction but was surpassed by 
the output of 88,735 tons for the 
same group in January follow- 
ing the "strike order." For the 
sixteen days of October 1901 the 
output of this group of mines 
shows an increase over one year 
ago of over one thousand tons.

The coal trade of the United States 
is of phenomenal growth. In con- 
versation with Andrew Roy, the vet- 
eran geological and mining engineer 
of Ohio, during a visit to the Sagi- 
naw mines last month he remarked 
that when he began work in the coal 
mines in 1850 the entire output of 
the mines did not exceed five mil- 
lion tons. "The anthracite mining 
region of Pennsylvania, the mines of 
Maryland and those of the Monon- 
gahela river distict," he continued, 
'constituted the chief mining cen- 
ters. At that time the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad was not completed to 
Wheeling; there were no mines in 
Ohio or other Western States except 
what were known as country banks, 
which farmers had opened foi local 
trade. Now the United States leads 
the world, and before the close of 
the first quarter of the twentieth 
century will produce more coal than 
the whole world combined. This is 
essentially an age of commerce r nd 
of steam, the foundation of which is 
our coal mines. The nation which 
has no coal must become the com- 
mercial vassal and slave to the one 
which possesses the black diamonds. 
Although black, sooty and repulsive 
to the refined civilization of modern 
times, coal is the very foundation of 
that civilization, i It carries the 
commerce of the world to the remot- 
est parts both by land and water: it 
is more potent than the genii of Ori- 
ental story ; without coal this coun- 
try would be to-day what Tallyrand 
called it at the beginning of the last 
century— "a glaut without bones." 
Coal Is king, having long ago de- 
throned King Cotton. Coal reigns 
by right of conquest; all other ef- 
forts of applied power bow down in 
homage and reverence to its name."

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RESPONSIBILITY FOR DISORDER. 

Judge Dempscy's Recital of Events that Have 
Brought This Section to a State of War. 

The following statement of the events that have taken Hopkins 
county out of the list of law-abiding counties— among which it had 
for years held first place— was true when first made and its truth 
has been emphasized by the events that have transpired since its 
utterance. , 

Judge J. F. Dempsey said in his speech in the Lindle trial at 
the March term of the Hopkins circuit court: 

For many years previous to last November the people of Hop- 
kins county have been peaceable and peaceful, contented, happy 
and prosperous; harmonious feeling and brotherly love having pre- 
vailed amid all classes and conditions of society. Previous to that 
time employers were satisfied with their epiployes, and empli 
were contented with employers and with their employment, 
feeling of friendliness and mutual esteem and absolute afreet ion 
existed between the coal operators of Hopkins county and the 
thousands of men who worked for them to a degree that perhaps 
existed no where else on the face of the earth, and that condition 
of affairs lasted for many, many years, down until last November. 
Last November one J. D. Wood, styling himself President of Dis- 
trict No. 28, of United Mine Workers of America; one Campbell, 
a negro as black as Egyptian midnight, stvling himself Secretary 
and Treasurer of the United Mine Workers of America; one K 
inger, whose name has been repeatedly called by the witnesses 
this case ; Chappell and Nichols, two negro orators and organiz 
of white men and of colored men, whose names have often been 
called by the witnesses in the hearing of this case, and very man; 
other representatives of that order known as the United Mini 
Workers of America appeared upon the scene of action. They 
came here with the open and avowed purpose to organize the mines 
of Hopkins county, and to unionize them. It is true that in all 
their public utterances they declared that they intended to do it by 
legitimate and peaceful persuasion, by appealing to the judgments 
of the men at work in these mines, and convincing them that it 
would be to their interest to join the United Mine Workers of 
America and organize these mines. But while this was the pub- 
lic utterance of these men, they had not been long upon the scene 
of action, and sending and hurrying and scattering all over the 
county their numerous emissaries, until it became a patent fact 
that the saloon keepers of Madisonville were thriving as they never 
before had done, and the dealers in deadly weapons who had licen- 
ses to sell those articles in this county were enjoying a trade they 
never before enjoyed. In some intangible manner, a feeling of 
alarm and a sense of terror crept into the homes of the miners who 
were at work in these mines. It became patent, after these people 
had been here for a few weeks, that the men at work in the mines 
of Hopkins county did not want to be organized. They did not 
want to join this union, and they made no secret of the fact. * • • 

Now, gentlemen, the present condition of affairs is a matter of 
public history in the county, It was said here by the distinguished 
gentleman who preceded me that some one who preceded him had 
eaid that there was a state of war in Hopkins county. He said 
there was no proof of it, aud he denied it; and, perhaps, that is 
putting it too strongly. But that there is a condition of affairs 
that never existed before is evidenced to ycu here and every time 
there is an adjournment and a reconvening of this court. No man 
sits in this house tonight who was not searched by order of His 
Honor at yonder door before he was permitted to come in here, lest 
he might have concealed upon his person a deadly weapon. These 
matters are before you, and can't be taken away from you. I have 
lived here all my life, and I never saw any man searched for arms 
at the door of the Temple of Justice in Hopkins county until since 
last November. There has been a change in affairs here. Who is 
responsible for it? Who has brought it about? The coal operat- 
ors of Hopkins county and the coal miners of Hopkins county, com- 
posing more than one-fourth of the entire population of the county, 
consist of men whose good citizenship, whose respect for and obedi- 
ence to the laws of the land, has been part of the history of the 
county for more than 25 years. Who is responsible for this change 
in the situation ? 

Doesn't it follow as an indisputable fact that the present state 
of affairs has been worked up by the people who came here with 
the avowed intention of organizing these mines?

Like ber 
mother, the president's elder daughter 
Is a bloud, with blue eyes, light com- 
plexion and a great quantity of fnlr 
hair. Miss Alice Is above medium 
height and slight in build, although of 
athletic figure. She has not yet made 
her formal entrance Into society, al- 
though she has had some experience in 
social life. 

Probably the most Interesting mem- 
ber of the president's family Is tbe 
youngster who is generally an d famil- 
iarly known as Teddy Junior.

Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 12.— Having been criticised by a bort Wayne, 
Ind., paper for "sending a company of militia to Ahbville to protect Sheriff 
North, who was being tried for having fired into a mob which was trying 
to take a negro prisoner from the jail.

If I, as Governor of Alabama, am opposed to lynch law, I shall pro- 
tect the sheriff from any swaggering element that would seek to punish 
him for doing his duty. It was represented to me by the best ineu of the 
country thnt North was in danger. I would not have forgiven myself for 
leaving him to suffer for an official act. which, so far as I know, has had 
the approval of the entire country. 

The sheriffs of this State may understand that in all lawful discharge 
of their duty I;will protect them In so far as my ottlce nllows, and I will 
stretch my prerogative to do it. If I had suffered North to come to harm 
wnen tne means were in my.ipowerjto prevent It. I would properlyJ.be 
charged with pusillanimous conduct. 

It would-be a notice to the sheriffs of the State that the Governor of 
the State.was prepared to desert them in their troubles. I will not issue 
any such notice.

The One Hundred and Seventh 
Psalm If to all probability cot histor- 
ical. The psalmist selects n number 
of Incidents In life which arc general 
In which. he shows the goodness of God 
in tlellvering man and calls upon all 
who have thus been delivered to praise 
the Lord for His goodness. The expo- 
described in the psalm, come in 
: their forms to all men nt some 
There are dark days In every 
d sometimes there are days so 
dark that it seems as if the light has 
forever gone out of our lives. But all 
who trust God find that It is not so and 
that, while "weeping may endure for 
the night, Joy cometh In the morning." 

There Is no Intimation In the word 
of God that we shall not have dark 
days In our lives. Soms Christian peo- 
ple seem to think thnt the Bible teach- 
es that God's people nre exempt from 
trouble In this life. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The nible em- 
phasises the fact that "In the world 
we have tribulation," but it urges us In 
spite of It to be of good cheer because 
Christ has overcome the world. It 
tenches that God will bo with us In 
trouble nnd that He will sustain us, 
but it nowhere suggests that we shall 
be free from adversity and affliction. 
Let us have no such a misunderstand- 
ing of the Scriptures aa this, for, If we 
do, when trouble comes, as it surely 
will, our faith In God will be shaken 
or perhaps even destroyed. 

2. Paul urged the Corinthians to 
practice the grace of giving under the 
Inspiration of the benevolence of oth- 
ers. "I speak not by commandment, 
but by occasion of the forwardness of 
others." Paul would not use his au- 
thority to command them to give, but 
appealed to them to be Inspired by the 
benevolence of others. Others had been 
forward In giving. Their forwardness 
should be emulated by the Corinthians. 
The liberality of others should Inspire 
us to liberality. Christian liberality 
should receive a tremendous uplift un- 
der this stimulus today. It Is aa age 
of philanthropy and of liberality. Col- 
leges, libraries, hospitals and Institu- 
tions of various characters are the ob- 
jects of great liberality. These gifts 
should spur Christian people to greater 
giving. Benevolence should Inspire be- 
nevolence. 

3. Paul urges the Corinthians to 
practice the grace of giving under the 
Inspiration of the example of Christ.
